The  iiientive  rea«ler  of  iliesc  “  Sunday  Mail#” 
iiiBvhave  nriicftd  lhai  ilie  general  plan  of  our  re¬ 
marks  has  been,  firstly,  loinvesiigate  for  wliol  ob- 
iecli  and  in  what  cireumsinnees  i!ib  passage  under 
consideration  was  originally  spoken  or  written,  and 
thus  dcterniino  its  real  and  priir.iiive  import  or  ' 
meaning;  and, secoiully,  to  turn  the  passage  ihusii 
correctly  inlerpreteil  lo  some  useful  account  (or  ji 
our  own  case-.— to  build  up  in  our  most  holy  (aitli,  i| 
to  remind  us  of  our  duly,  or  geueially,  to  edify  in  ji 
righteousness.  Such  is  an  out  line  of  the  coarse  jj 
which  v.'c  will  pursue  in  the  illustration  of  theji 
present  j>asspge,  and  such  seems  the  plan  mnstji 
conducive  to  nicke  the  New  Tcsianient  scriptures,  ^ 
what  Paul  artirined  liiose  of  the  Old  Dispensation  i 
,o  be— “  profitable  for  teaching,  for  confutation,  i| 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righteousness,*  for  jj 
making  tlie  man  of  God  perfect,  and  thoroughly  i 
filled  (or  every  good  work.”  ! 

The  first  converts  to  Chrislianliy  wore  gcnernl-  ; 
ly  Jews,  cither  tho-e  resident  in  their  own  lund,  | 
Judea,  or  those  ”  disjrersed  abroad”  among  wlnmi  j 
it  was  n  custom  lo  come  up  lo  Jerusalem  at  the  j 
great  festivals.  Those,  who  liv^nl  in  Judea  were  j 
called  Hebrews,  lo  dislinguisit  them  from  their  ji 
brethren  in  Gentile  courilries,  who  were  called  j 
Hellcniaia  or  Grecians.  This  remaiK  will  illus-j 
tratc,  aiid  be  illustrated  by  the  following  passages, 
Acts  vi :  1 ;  ix :  29;  xi  :  20. 

Fmni  the  records  of  ecclesiastical  history  we 
learn,  that  these  first  converts  to  Clirisiianiiy  were 
subjected  to  virulent  and  unceasing  persecution  by 
their  brethren  who  still  adliered  lo  the  insiitiriions 
of  Moses.  This  pers£ci:iion  commenced  soon  af¬ 
ter  the  asccnsiitn  of  Jesus,  (indeed,  those  who  pro¬ 
fessed  their  faith  in  Jesus  as  the  Messiah  were 
persecuted  during  his  life-time,)  and  wasojtenand 
violent  at  ilie  time  we  first  hear  of  Paul  as  a  for¬ 
ward  actor  in  the  scenes.  From  tiiat  time  to  the 
time  at  which  this  epistle  was  written,  about  A. 
D.  61  or  62,  those  who  professed  their  faith  in  Je¬ 
sus  were  assailed  by  their  brethren  with  ostrage,  | 
threats,  ridicule,  nrgument,— in  every  form  they  |i 
were  persecuted,  lo  wiilidraw  them  liom  the  pro-jj 
fession  of  Christianity.  To  these  jrcr.secuied  He-jj 
brews  this  epistle  was  addressed,  lo  refute  li)e  ar-  j| 
gutneins  of  their  opposers,  and  lo  encourage  them  |! 
to  stcadfastoess  in  llicir  profession.  .  || 

In  the  former  jrart  of  ilie  epistle,  the  apostle  had  || 
refuted  all  the  arguments  alleged  by  the  pcrsecu-  ; 
•  ing  Jews  to  withdraw  their  converted  brtlhreu  | 
from  the  profession  ol  Clirisiiarity.  Fiofn  lheie-| 
nor  of  the  argument,  we  may  infer  that  the  oh- 1 
jeclions  of  tiie  unconverted  were,  chiefly,  these  :  — 
that  the  law  of  Moses  was  given  by  llic  rrinislra- 
tion  of  angels  ;  that  .Moses,  himself,  was  far  supe¬ 
rior  tO  Jesus  Christ,  who  sufl’ered  an  ignominious 
death  ;  that  the  jiublic  worship  of  God,  if.stituted 
by  their  great  legislator  and  prophet,  was  truly 
splendid  and  woriiiy  of  Jehovah,  while  the  Chris¬ 
tians,  on  the  contrary,  bad  no  established  priest-  j 
hood,  no  temple,  no  altars,  no  victims,  ete.  In  ! 
opposition  losuch  arrangements,  the  apostle  proves 
that  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  was  the  Messiah,  the  .Son 
of  God,  and  far  supe.-ior  lo  the  angels,  to  Moses, 
to  the  iiigli-priest  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  lo  all  | 
the  other  priests;  and  the  Gospel,  superior  to  the  law. 

Having  thus  obviated  the  tnsinualions,  and  an¬ 
swered  the  arguments  of  the  unbelieving  Jews 
agaiost  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  as  inferior  to  iho  dis-  I 
pensaiioi;  of  Moses,  by  proving,  from  their  own  i 
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scriptures,  its  transcetideiii  exceilei'.ce,  the  a;>osllc 
priK-ecds  lo  fiiriify  the  minds  of  the  believing  He¬ 
brews  agninst  the  persecutions  whicli  t.hey  were 
obliaed  lo  endure,  on  accnunl  of  ilieir  aJIieregco 
to  llicir  belief  in  Jesus.  For  this  pur|jose,  he  re¬ 
minds  ilicin  of  the  sutTering^  they  had  already  en- 
durcil  for  the  sake  of  the  Gos|>ul,  and  of  the  perni¬ 
cious  conse«|ucncos  of  nposiaiizing  from  their  faith. 
Chap.  X  :  .26,  to  the  end.  In  tiie  lllh  chapter,  the 
U(»<)sile  adJtices  example#  from  their  own  scrip¬ 
tures  and  history,  of  persons  who  had  resisted 
great  temptations,  endured  heavy  persecutions, 
and  triumphantly  overcome  the  mast  furtr.idanle 
(lifiiculties  and  danger#.  These  patriarch#,  kings, 
prophets  and  righteous  men,  whoso  failhfulness 
.and  fortitude,  the  apostle  had  celebrated  in  the 
precedif.g  che|>ler,  we  fiml  him,  in  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  our  puragr.ajih,  representing  ns  a  company 
of  spectators  looking  u|>nn  the  Hebrews  in  their 
present  combat.  In  the  presence  of  s  jch  eminent 
spectators  he  cxhuits  them  to  exert  themselves  to 
the  iittnnst,  so  ns  to  deserve  their  approhaiiun,  ta¬ 
king  sirengi!i  and  encourageirent  from  the  exan;- 
ple  ol  iliese  (lisiiiiguished  persons,  and  more  espe¬ 
cially  Irom  th»i  exan.’ple  i.f  Jesus,  wlioin  ho  reji- 
resenis  ns  alstj  looKittg  on,  and  whose  virtues  and 
sufiTerings  were  more  |nrticularly  worthy  of  imi¬ 
tation,  and  more  ajiplicable  to  llicir  own  case  and 
circtinisiar.rcs. 

As  a  furiher  encouragement  to  persons  in  their 
alHiclcd  aixl  [tersccuicd  tjironm-jiniices.  ibc  aiM>e 
tie  calls  to  ilicit  remembrance  those  consolatory 
views  of  afHiciitm  which  liicir  own  scriptures  fur- 
itished  them  with.  In  accordance  with  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  these,  the  dillicullics  and  ntBininns,  with 
wnich  it  has  pleased  the  All-wise  Disposer  to  en¬ 
compass  our  lot  in  this  life,  are  to  be  regarded  as 
llie  provisions  of  a  Father's  wisdt'm  and  love  for 
our  improvement  in  virtue  anil  happiness.  These 
ciiaslisemenis  were  not  dictated  by  caprice,  as  are 
matiy  of  the  punishments  of  earthly  parents,  but 
by  unerring  witidotn  and  infinite  kiniivcss,  and  are 
all  inlcniicd  for  our  profit.  By  such  cimoideraiions 
the  apostle  seeks  lo  render  his  Hebrew  bretliien 
resigned  and  submissive  lo  the  arrangements  of 
divine  Providence,  ainl  calmly  ctiuragcous  to  bear 
the  evils  lo  wliich  they  were  exposeil  on  cccount 
(if  a  good  cause — for  Christ’s  sake,  and  his  Gospel. 
Such  is  a  biicf  outline  of  the  object  and  argument 
of  the  epistle  at  large,  and  of  our  paragraph  in 
particular. 

Now,  vvliat  is  li  e  application  of  tiii  this  to  Our¬ 
selves  ?  If  we  see  it  not,  let  us  a.sk  ourselves  what 
we  c:in  do  to  pr  >n!ote  the  great  cause  for  which 
Jesus  came  iiiiulhis  world.  That  cau.se  wasihe  i:io- 
ral  imp.'ovemcntr  ailvtmcemeul,  and  rogencraiion 
of  (lis  bretlircn.  For  this  cause  did  God  set  tij)  for 
him  it  kingdom  ever-enlarging,  ever-enduring. — 
This  caosc  we  ct::i  do  sotiieihing  lo  forward,  if  not 
in  a  wider  sphere,  at  least  in  onr  t)wr.  breasts  and  I 
in  onr  I'amilies.  Whatever  we  can  do  in  promo¬ 
ting  this  cause,  an:l  in  whatever  sphere,  we  bre 
called  upon  lo  do,  ilitif  wc  lo  do;  and  the 

considerations  suggested  l.i  the  Hebrew's  to  sup¬ 
port  and  anitnaie  them,  m.ay  be  usefully  emjdoy- 
ed  (or  onr  own  bcrndii.  If  we  liave  no  outward 
enemies  or  opposers,  \vc  hi  ve  not  a  few'  i-.ic.-nal- 
ly.  Old  liabits,  love  of  case,  love  of  money,  love 
of  the  world,  want  of  persevering  endeavors,  are 
as  litird  to  overcome,  as  the  ridicule  or  the  reason¬ 
ings  of  adversaries.  [jr‘t  IIS  hind  ourselves  to  the 
prosecution  of  this  great  work,  so  deeply  i'l'pres- 
seil  with  it?  itoprutriocc,  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
con(|Ucr  all  diflicnliies,  all  dan.gprs,  all  obstacles. 

I  that  we  may  be  worthy  fullow'ers  of  the  Captain 
of  our  salx^aiion,  and  merit  at  the  last  his  applause.

He  is  “  a  covert  fnmi  the  tempest."— 
iOn  this  worth  Cruden  presents  the  following: —

I  David  applies  thisfigure  to  the  Almighty,  when 
j  speaking  of  the  confidence  whidi  lie  repoeed  in 
I  him  :  “  For  thou  hast  been  .a  shelter  for  me,  and 
ja  siiong  tower  from  the  enemy.  I  will  abide  in 
!  thy  tabernacle  forever.  I  will  trust  in  the  covert 
j  of  iliy  wings.” — P.salnis  Ixi :  3,  4.  It  is  very  pro- 
1  liable  that  the  prophet  drew  this  figure  from  a  cua- 
j  tom  in  the  East,  where  travellers  find  it  very  ne¬ 
cessary  and  refreshing,  “in  a  weary  land,”  to 
;  erect  a  shelter,  or  nivprl.  Tn  sunfi  pieces  there  ia 
i  nn  evident  nllusion.  They  are  to  be  met  with  in 
{every  pu.’-l  of  Araliia  and  Egypt. 

Jesus,  then,  is  “  a  covert  Ir-jm  the  tempest.” 

I  Happy  thought!  When,  in  the  journey  of  life, 
storms  heal  upon  us,  ve  may  find  in  him  perma¬ 
nent  rest  and  security.  Hear  him  speaking  lothe 
weary  and  the  afflicted :  “  Conte  tinto  me,  all  ye 
that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
i  ytAi  rest.  T.tke  my  yoke  u|ion  yon,  and  learn  of 
me:  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart;  and  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is 
easy,  and  my  burden  is  light.”  “  Lot  not  yoor 
heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God  ;*  believe 
also  in  me.”  Such  truths  in  affliction  arc  indeed 
coiistiling  to  the  mind  ;  like  tke  gentle  dew  upon 
tiie  tender  plant  ;  like  the  calm  sunshine  after  the 
convul.-.ion  of  a  tempest;  like  water  to  a  thirsty 
soul.  In  Jesus  every  want  is  supplied.  There  is 
no  wntind  which  he  can  not  heal ;  no  cluud  so 
dark  that  he  can  not  paint  the  bow  of  hopetipofiil; 
no  tempest  so  severe  that  he  can  not  succeed  it  by 
clear  skies.  And  when  we  have  passed  tlirough 
the  “  weary  land,”  he  w'tll  bear  us  in  his  arms  lo 
that  world  where  storms  and  tempests  are  never 
known,  and  where  we  shall  dwell  around  the 
ihioueof  love  and  purity  forever  more.

iniy  wicfcaiinc**  may  hurl  a  in**  a*  thou  art ;  aad  thy  ri)>!it. 
«ou.ae**  way  profit  the  son  of  ninii.”  Jobzxxv:  8. 

A  truth  so  important  and  imtmentnus  ns  is  con- 
tuiiicd  in  the  above  pa  -;8uge  of  .Scripture,  is  deemed  1 
Worthy  of  notice.  It  should  be  impressed  uponl 
the  heart,  there  to  remain  as  a  monitor  within. —  | 
There  are  but  few  in  Ciiri.sle;idem,  who  correctly  1 
understand  the  legitimate  effects  of  sin — the  ronse- 1 
quenccs  resulting  from  a  course  of  wickedness  and 
crime.  Conientio*  in  the  mind  of  (he  Christian 
churcli,  ever  has,  and  does  still,  exist  in  relation  to 
this  subject:  the  opinions  of  men  are  greatly  at 
variance  with  regard  to  the  natural  effect  of  the 
commission  of  sin ;  and,  hence,  if  we  can  establish 
the  trutli  by  an  appeal  to  the  Holy  Hible,  it  will 
be  very  e3.-.eiitial  and  altogether  satisfactory. 


Before  men  engage  in  the  peiformaiicc  of  any 
labor,  they  east  die  perceptive  eye  forward  to  the 
result— to  the  probable  effect  of  their  work;  and 
if  (hey  conceive  it  to  be  good,  to  be  beiieticial  i  n 
the  promotion  of  their  best  interest,  they  will  pur¬ 
sue  their  purposes  with  unrelenting  vigor,  having 
a  fair  prospect  as  an  incentive  to  action.  Hut  if 
(hey  should  see  evil,  misery,  ami  wreicheilness,  as 
the  inevitable  conseipicuce  ol  thoiroperaiions, they 
w'ould  immediately  cease  from  carrying  into  exe 
culion  their  previous  designs.  So  with  n  sinner— 
if  he  is  permitted  to  scan  the  awfui  effects  of  sin- 
to  imagine  the  piercing  pangs  nf  conscious  guilt, 
which  he  would  necessarily  experience  after  the 
commission  of  crime— he  would  revolt  from  wick¬ 
edness,  deteska  course  of  sxi,  and  turn  from  the 
evil  of  his  ways.  And  hence,  it  is  very  important 
that  men  should  become  acquainted  with  the  na¬ 
tural  and  necessary  effects  of  sin,  lest,  like  the 
blind,  they  should,  ugawares,  fall  into  the  miry 
ditch  of  human  iniquity. 

“  Thy  wickedness  may  hurl  a  man  aslliou  art.” 
Now,  there  are  many  persons  who  suppose  that 
the  wicked  actions  o!  men  greatly  aired  the  God 
of  heaven — that  the  small  sins  of  finite  man,  agi¬ 
tate  an  infinite  and  eternal  Jehovaii  with  fury  and 
malevolence.  Such  a  notion  I  consider  vain  and 
preitosterouH,  because  it  is  written,  If  thou  .sin- 
nest,  what  doesl  thou  against  him  ?  or  if  tliy  trans¬ 
gressions  be  multiplied,  what  doe.-rt  thou  unto 
him  ?”  Tnus  we  perceive  that  our  wickedness 
does  not  have  the  least  edict  upon  an  almigiiiy 
and  immutable  God ;  but  lliat  the  evil  iiiilucnce 
of  sinful  indulgences,  is  alone  exerted  upon  vaiii 
mortals.

the  future  state  of  existence,  their  rewaid  amidst 
the  endless  burnings  of  hell !  Hut  sucli  a  suppo¬ 
sition  would  be  erroneous  in  the  extreme;  for 
“  the  wicked  are  like  llio  troubled  seo,”  wiiosc 
w’aters  can  not  rest — there  is  no  peace  ton  guilty 
soul — the  wicked  shall  be  rpcoinpensej  in  the 
eaith.  and  theirdamnution  slumbercth  not.  'J'heir 
wickedness  hurlctu  no  one  but  tliemseivcs — they 
alone' experience  the  gnawings  of  the  worm  that 
never  dies — It  corrodes  the  heart,  and  pours  its 
show’ers  of  vc'igeance  there  ! 

“Thy  wickedness  may  hurt  a  man  as  Ihou  art."
